Many of the workers who have spent several years 
of their life in the employment of this company were laid off without any regard 
for their years of loyal service to the company, while employees with less service 
were retained. Is this fair? Obviously the answer is NO! 
I hose employees still 
working know that they too could be laid off without proper consideration shown 
for their length of service with the company. You workers have found as we did 
through bitter experience that there is but one sensible way to protect your job and 
that is through a genuine seniority clause which guarantees iob security in accord­ 
ance with your length of service with the company. 


The CIO has attempted to bring you this measure of security so sorely needed 
by all industrial workers. The CIO has proven in your case that they will stick by 
you. For have they not for the past many months, rain or shine, hot or cold, kept 
up their efforts to bring you the organization that you now need? 


Once again you will have the opportunity to vote by secret ballot for the CIO 
on Friday, September 28, 1945. Don’t let this cpprrlunity go by, as it may never 
come again! Be sure to vote “ YES ”, for only by voting “ YES” can you do away 
with the feeling of insecurity that now confronts you. 


We, the members of other CIO Locals of this area, are ready and willing to 
lend you all possible assistance in winning the benefits of a real CIO union, lf you 
have been laid off you owe it to yourself to go to the polls and vote.
